While it has been held that bicycles are vehicles, ! it has also been held that a bicycle is not a vehicle.” Bicycles are generally 


subject to the same regulation as motor vehicles, with certain express limitations.° For example, a bicycle that a defendant was 
operating while intoxicated is a "vehicle" under a statute criminalizing the operation of a vehicle while under the influence of 


alcohol (DUI). 


A moped is a bicycle designed to be operated by human power with the assistance of a motor.” While it has been held that a 
moped is not a motor vehicle,° it has also been held that a moped is a vehicle,’ at least for purposes of the prohibition against 


driving while intoxicated.® 
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
